I had the interview with Prince Bernhard this morning. 


He comensed by saying that the reason for asking me 
to see him was that he feared that certain Dutch people 
might be jeopardised 1£ two organisations got into touch 
with them. His anxiety had been aroused by the fact that 
six Dutohmen who arrived by air last week had told Queen 
Wilhelmina and himself that their relations had an Organi- 
sation at Apeldoorn covering the Veluwe district of Gelderland 
and that they had been entrusted with a code to be commnicated 
to the Netherlands Government. The escapees had also told me 
this and hed informed the Prince they had conveyea this 
information to me.

dd not require elucidation. K.E.H. then seld that van't Sant 
had sacrificed his reputation for the benefit aná the good name 
of the House of Orange and I said that in that case he might go 
dom to history as another martyx for a Royel House but being 
but an ordinary person 1t did not change ny conviction that Í 
was not justifica ín having any dealings with him. 


I sala that I roslisod that the queen was greatly per- 

turbed at the knowledge ín possession of an outsider, not only 

as a Queen but as any lady of more or less Victorian frame of 
mind would be, but that a certain amount of this knowledge wes 
also shared by others, who were sorry for her, amongst whom 1 
vas my: The Prince then ssid E.i., had before his marriage 

tola him the complete story of his late future father-in-law!s 
misdeeds and that he had probably been more foolish than criminal. 
Van!t Sant had extricated him, the late Prince Henry, fron a 
number of messes and Prince B. satd that should he ever himsolf 
jet ínto a mess ho would entrust this extrication to vantt Sant 

ugh he knew that people were saying that van't Sant was 

trying to lead him astray in the same way he was seid to have 

lea Prinee rey. He, Prince Bernhard, had, however, 

sown his wild cats before his marriage and thánked God he hád 
had another kind of upbringing to the late Prince Henry!s. He 
furtaer said ho had access to all the Queen's secret papers and 

convinoed just as the queen was of van't Sant!s complete 

integrity. I replied that even 1 the Queen asked me to trust 
van't Set with ny friends! lives, 1 still would refuse, 


he Prince then said he respected my views and 1£ 
he was certain that no Dutohments lives were to be endangered 
owing to overlapping, he would abide by my assurance. 


Ho finally said that the Queen had heard two Dutohmen 

had arrived from Holland who had not been given an opportunity 

of seeing her. 1 replied I was aware of this but that these 

men were at her disposal provided nobody else could get at 

them. My recruits had been interfered with'/and 1 d1d not 

wish the same to happen again. ho Prince Ásked perticulars 

and I mentioned the name of Mr. Glelchmann) who refused to 

continue training unless 1 could assure him that vantt Sant 

día not know that he was going to Holland. his, as you know, 

was the oríginal reason for my fírat approach to Prof. Gerbrandy. 

Prinos B., who of course knew Gleichmann's connexions in Hollen: 

(Ernst Helaíng aná C.P. y. Eeghen are his wnoles) said this 

could easily be accounted for as the van Eeghens were among 

the oreditors of the late Prínce Henry who were muloted by 

the faot that the estate was wound up without the helrs 

accepting responsibility for all debts. The oreditors whose 

claims had a justifiable foundation, amongst which were tho: 

of the van Esghens, had been offered compensation through 

vantt sant on behalf of the Queen. ey had however not been 

paid ín full end therefore maintained a commission had stuok 

to van't Sentía hands.
